Debate on McGill 
The House went into committee on the 
•bills affecting the establishment of a 
branch 'of McG.il( university at the coast. 
Mr. J. R. Brown in. the chair. 

.Air. Stuart Henderson iVale) objected 
that no provision was made for the pro- 
vincial government to nominate to the 
board of governors. lie also thought 
graduates ■ should have a voice in the 
I matter. He-thought it was not desirable 
to allow n elnse corporation to control 
tho appointment of tho board in its en- 
tirety. The governor in council should 
have a say. 

lion. Mr. Pulton pointed out that 
there was no proposal berore the House 
for government aid and therefore they 
had no "locus standi" to insist on rep- 
resentation beyond the minister and sup- 
erintendent of education. 

Air. Henderson urged that the gov- 
ernment was making this a provincial 
Institution by putting this legislation fro- 
ward and therefore should have some 
voice in the control. 

Mr. 1.1 a wthoratliwaite (Xanainiol said 
he was in hearty accord with Mr. Hen- 
derson. This measure might not provide 
for provincial aid, but it for n long time 
took the place of a provincial university 
and made the realization of that scheme 
impossible; on that account he thought 
member for Yale bad stated a good 
point. If a ill was not sought this year 
it would be next. 

Hon. Chas. AVilson thought the bill 
went as far as necessary at present. 

Mi-. -I. A. Maedonald thought the 
measure, was a private bill to all intents 
anil purposes. 

Hon. Mr. Pulton claimed that the 
i bill did not stand in the way of a pro- 
j viricial act. 

! Hon. Mr. McHride asked Mr. Hcn- 
; dcrson how he would propose to elect a 
j representative board of governors. Hos- 
pital boards had been elected in the same 
manner as provided for by this bill with- 
out any difficulty or hardship. 
I Mr. Henderson asked that the eommit- 
; tee adjourn and further consider the 
point. 

Mr. It. Hall (Victoria! bad his doubts 
about this bill: It was drawn by a very 
i line hand; be thought he detected the line 
i Italian hand 'if the President of the 
Council. If the province endorsed this 
bill now it might find later that other 
institutions of learning were barred out. 

Hon. Air. McBride, assured tho House 
thai thore was no intention on the part 
of the government to give any institution 
a monopoly. McGill was the only uni- 
versity which had made any overtures 
and in the interests of the province he 
fell that it was their duty to accept. 
They did so leaving the door wide open 
for all other universities. 
AH. Hall disclaimed any intention to 



decry tho high status of McGill, but be 
wanted to forestall n position in' which 
the province might find itself tied tip 
later. 

Hon. P. Cnrtcr-Cotton snid be had no 
"nrriere pensce" in connection with the 
bill. 

Mr. Hall — I see your name on it 
though. (Laughter.) 

Hon. .Mr.' Cotton said that this was 
practically a private bill, but the great 
importance of the subject had so im- 
pressed the government, that, they Uaq 
decided to make it a. government meas- 
ure. He anticipated no future diflkulty; 
there would be no monopoly and no ex- 
clusive support. The door would be le*t 
wide open for any other institution to 
come in. He thought, however, that 
McGill was the only university likely to 
come from the outside. It was the only 
independent organization with large pri- 
vate endowments, anil therefore the only 
one able to branch out beyond the con- 
fines of its own province. The only 
ground on which the province could :isk 
for iti voice in the •selection of governors 
was that it was prepared to give finan- 
cial aid, and that conclusion was at 
least premature. To ask for a voice was 
tantamount to admitting financial lia- 
bility. It was time to do this when pub- 
lic funds were asked for. 

Air. .1. U. Hnwthortithwnite was not 
at all satisfied. He did not think the 
interests of the province •were sufficiently 
protected. He would like to see these 
higher institutions of learning establish- 
ed throughout the province as free as 
the. public schools. It was not yet tco 
late for Hie government to set aside 
some part of the public domain for this 
very purpose. 

Mr. John Oliver rose to a point of 
order. AYns ibis pertinent to the sub- 
ject tinder discussion. 

Mr. J. R: Brown, tho chairman, said 
that while every reasonable latitude 
should be allowed, he thought the lion, 
member tvas wandering a little too far 
from the subject. , 

Mr. Hnwtbornthwnite sat down. 
Amendment Moved 

Mr. J. A. Maedonald moved an am- 
endment to clause 8 which was accepted 
by Hon. Air. Pulton to the effect that 
McGill university should only take over 
control of high school education wftn 
the specific consent of the governor in 
council first obtained in each case. H 
also moved to strike out the word 
"Royal Institution of Learning" whor 

ever they occur and substitute the words 
".McGill University." His objection to 
the original clause was that it took cer- 
tain powers out of the hands of ti 
school trustees and the education depnr 
ment and he urged that the control of 
the department should be maintained. 

Hon. Mr. Pulton and Hon. P. Cartcr-

Tho American officials' tests 
wore accepted and tin- certificates Is- 
sued by the department stated that 
such an American ship was in the con- 
dition specified by the officials of the 
country under whose flag the Ship 
operated. Mr. Thomson submitted a 
copy of the certificate that had been 
issued for the Valencia, which he told 
the commissioners was given under the 
old regime.

On the resumption In the afternoon 
of the Investigation, Frank Connors, .1 
waiter, was the first witness called. 
He related the story of the wreck, the 
Valencia striking on the rocks and the 
assistance he was able lo render the 
distressed passengers 011 board. His 
station was at No. i boat, but 011 his 
arrival there he found that the boat 
had gone. He recited an incident of 
one of the passengers going overboard 
and the attempt to rescue him. The 
witness next told of tin; gathering of 
cold foods and preserves to feed tho 
passengers mid crew on the wreck that 
night. Next day the menu consisted 
Of hard tack, condensed milk and 
water. He recounted the attempt 
made to got lines ashore, only one of 
which landed safely. The Oreek fire- 
man, Segalos, ha'd made a brave, 
though Inefficient, attempt to swim 
ashore. The witness recited ut length 
the trip on th<i life raft, the deaths at 
sea and the landing on the island and 
bis subsequent rescue by an Indian 
and two of the Salvor's crew. 

To Commissioner Qaudln — There wore 
Two Boat Drills

captain was in charge," of. my boat. 
The electric lights went out and I 
could not recognize the crew— only the 
voice of Che chief cook. When I ar- 
rived at my station the boat hud gone. 
There was no panic that I could see. 
I heard only tlie cries of the drowning. 
I was down below when the call came 
for volunteers. The only boat I saw 
was one on the starboard side, Ut by 
the electric searchlight, It was so 
dark 1 could hardly see my band be- 
fore me. When we left on the first 
raft there- were 40 to 00 people on 
board, In the rigging and on the hurri- 
cane deck. I could not tell the num- 
ber in tlie rigging; there was quite a 
number. The raft was in the breakers 
and the sea was breaking over the 
ship. I'm not in a position to say 
Whether life boats could have rendered 
assistance, but I do not think so, judg- 
ing by the action of the raft. Either 
tide or undertow took the raft out. 
There were ten on my raft, and only 
four survived. We left three bodies 
on the raft and three had disappeared.

To Mr. McPhllllps — I was a waiter. 
The time was three minutes to 12 by 
my clock when the ship struck. On 
board there were eight other waiters 
besides myself, who saw that all the 
people were out. of their staterooms. 
The women were standing by the rail, 
and they were told It was their last 
chance to get on the life raft, but they 
declined. A life raft will live where a 
life boat won't, I mean an ordinary 
life botii like we have aboard the ship. 
Only the boatswain's boat got away 
successfully. We left on the raft from 
the starboard side of the vessel. Tho 
raft was made ready the day before. 
We jumped overboard to reach the 
raft. The women would doubtless 
have been lowered on the raft by a line 
or have done as the men had to — 
jumped.

HON. WILLIAM TEMPLEMAN, MIN- 
ISTER OF INLAND REVENUE. 
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AIDS TO NAVIGATION. 

Because we said that the cost of 
maintenance of the marine service on 
this coast was $30,000, without explicitly 
stating that 'it referred to lighting, the 
Colonist has been accused of falsifying 
in the first degree and of manufacturing 
figures for the purpose of deceiving the 
public. These are serious charges. Only 
men who are regardless of their reputa- 
tion and callous to truth are guilty of 
.such offences. Morally they are little 
above the men who raise the amount of 
a cheque or obtain money by false pre- 
tences. In order to leave no doubt upon 
the subject, we may repeat that we were 
• dealing on Saturday morning last with 
tho details of the lighting of the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, and gave the cost of 
.maintenance here and in tho East, hav- 
ing reference particularly to that, and 
for that we gave the exact and the cor- 
rect figures. . 

Then- was, however, no necessity to 
manufacture figures in order to demon- 
strate the disparity which exists between 
tho services on the two coasts. Had 
we given the figures for the whole of 
the service,' file •easle we have made 
would have been ever so much stronger, 
as we shall proceed to show. 

The expenditure for ocean and river 
service in 1 1(0-1 was (vide C — 53, Audi- 
tor-General's report) $506,547. Out of 
that the British Columbia coast got $45,- 
*J!)0 on account of the steamer Quadra, 
and one or two small items, amounting 
to just about $1,000. 

The expenditure for lighthouse and 
coast service, scientific institutions, mar- 
ine hospitals, steamboat inspection, etc., 
■was $1,484,052. Of that amount we have 
had spent in British Columbia $17,785 
for salary of lighthouse keepers, $17,067 
for the maintenance of lights, $8,970 for 
construction of lights. $7,423 for hos- 
pitals and $4,115, or $56,080 in all. If 
there are any other items to be charged 
to British Columbia in the Auditor-Gen- 
eral's report in connection with the mar- j 
jne service for the fiscal year ending 
.Tune 30tli, 1004, we have failed to find 
them. 

In other words, the total expenditure 
on account of the marine service in Can- 
ada (exclusive of fisheries) in 1004 was 
$2,05<),599, of -which the coast of British 
Columbia received for all purposes 
$ltll!,.'!7ii or as nearly as possible one- 
twentieth of the whole. 

Tho disparity against British Colum- 
bia is much greater than was shown in 
the article on aids in navigation, and 
our Liberal friends, who have to father 
the burden of all the unjust discrimina- 
tion against ami neglect of this prov- 
ince, really should have been grateful to 
!t-h Colonial for putting it so mildly as 
ii did, and in confining the comparison 
to the amounts spent ill the maintenance 
of lights instead of going into the whole 
question.

offices, postmasters are directed to cau-

The plain truth is that, despite the 
fact that Canada gives Great Britain 
a preferential duty on her exports to 
the Dominion that average 23 per cent, 
lower than, the rate imposed on goods 
imported from the United States, our 
exports to Canada are increasing much 
more rapidly in volume and value than or nny 
are those of Great Britain. We are 
actually expanding our trade in the 
Dominion in the face ot this "retalia- 
tory tariff" against us. Still the pre- 
sident of the Great Northern is per- 
fectly right when lie says that our 
Canadian trade is not growing as it 
should. There is some satisfaction, but 
not much, in merely outstripping Can- 
ada's especially favored mother coun- 
try. "We ought to make avnuch better 
customer of our northern neighbor than 
we do. 

It will be exactly forty years the 
coming; March 17 since we abrogated 
our last reciprocity treaty with Can- 
ada. From that convention the main 
benefit had come to the consumer, 
being transferred to him by the pro- 
cess of competition that the treaty 
made possible. The experiment was an 
effort to see what could be done in 
the exchange of products of similar 
kinds on similar terms between two 
areas of substantially the same gen- 
eral character — and the experience was 
not altogether a happy or a fortunate 
one.

SURVEY OF GREENLAND. 

Danish Explorer Will Try to Map the 
Outlines of tho Island. 

Chicago Chronicle. 

Greenland is the largest island in 
the world, but we do not know ex- 
actly how much it exceeds N'ew Guinea 
in area. There Is a long stretch of its 
northwest coast that has not yet been 
surveyed. The money has been raised 
to complete this survey. About the 
middle of June next the Danish 
explorer Myllus Frichsen will lead a 
party to that region to complete our 
knowledge of the periphery of Green- 
land. 

Erichsen is well known for the good 
work he has done in West Greenland 
and the Important undertaking now 
confided to him is believed to be hi 
excellent hands. The expedition will 
be gone two years, and It is the in- 
tention to moke a thorough good sur- 
vey. 

Tlie party will sail on the steamer 
Denmark with a line equipment and 
twenty-one persona In the crew, and 
scientific staff, which will Include a 
geologist, biologist, botanist, physician, 
and artist, for it Is intended to paint 
some of the scenes along the coast. 
Seventy sledge dogs and some motor 
boats for penetrating the fjords, if 
the ice conditions wiil permit, are a 
part of the equipment, 

The leader's lirst plan was to as- 
cend the west coast, obtain a party 
of the Smith sound natives and cross 
the I'll land lee with them to the un- 
known coast. But when Peary went 
north a few months ago he secured 
till the best men among the natives 
for his polar expedition and so Erich- 
sen has decided to take his vesel 
Straight to the east coast. He Is cer- 
tain to find a good harbor in about 
lotltude 7U, In tlie region explored by 
the Koldeway expedition, and here the 
party will spend next winter. 

in March, 1!)07, a paity of twelve 
men with sledges and dogs will start 
j for the extreme north, mapping the 
unknown coast as they advance. They 
i expect to complete the survey to In- 
; dependence Bay, thus joining their de- 
lineation of the coast with Peary's 
mapping of Independence Buy, and 
the islands to the north of Greenland. 
It is hoped that the party will be able 
to return to the shir* late In the 
summer. 

It will be too late, however, to re- 
turn home that year, and so Erich- 
sen proposes to supplement the const 
survey with studies of the interior Ice 
cap, and if the conditions tire favor- 
able he may even attempt to cross 
the island from east to west. The 
party will return home in 1908. 

It will be retnerribered that the Duke 
of Orleans last summer skirted the 
coast of East Greenland for about 100 
miles north of the highest point hith- 
erto reached on that' coast, but the 
journey wns a rapid one on his steam- 
er, with no opportunity for careful 
survey. The most definite Information 
he brought home was that the shores,

The search for victims of tlio Valen- 
cia was abandoned yesterday when the 
tug Lome brought the last of the bodies 
recovered to Victoria, it being decom- 
posed and unidentified. The United 
States cutter Terry, Cant. Tuttle, re- 
turned yesterday and the United States 
' cutter Grant passed en route to Port 
Townscml. The Wyadd'a will return to- 
day. The Lome brought Capt. Smith 
h ii< 1 the employees u[ the I'ncitie Coast 
Steamship company who have been 
searching on the shore, leaving Consta- 
ble Cox of Alberni, Constable McDoug- 
all of Clayoquot ami Constable Conway 
to assist Lineman Logan in continuing 
the work. It has been shown that in

ed as one of those in his possession was 
that of John M. Hell, a waiter, his fath- 
er having recognized the description, 
particularly the tattoo murks. The 
body will he shipped to San Francisco 
by the steamer Queen, Another body,

The body at Mr. Hannn's parlors is 
believed to ho that of Fred Starr, San 
Francisco inventor, as many clippings 
and papers relating to the inventor were 
found on the body, is still unidentified;

no one to advise the passengers what to 
do," he said.

Raft Rode Seas Fairly Well 

When the first, life raft was lowered 
the witness said it. rode the seas fairly 
well. Ho said the raft on which lie and 
seventeen others embarked also bad no 
difficulty in riding the waves. He un- 
derstood, he said, this raft had a cap- 
acity of twelve, although eigthleen 
crowded onto it. 

"The vessel which others aboard the 
wreck said was the Queen was standing 
about tliree-qnarters of a mile off when 
the last raft left," said the witness.

her trip south has begun in earnest. A 
really critical investigation, now possi- 
ble for the firs! time, reveals the fact 
thai the vessel is not as badly damaged 
as was at first feared. While there is 
no denying the fact that she is in bad 
shape, men who have had experience in 
shipping matters state that $20,000 
spent in repairs will restore the staunch 
old craft to as good a condition us be- 
fore she piled up on the rock of Spire 
island a little over a month ago. Many 
of her larger timbers are broken, the 
hull is badly sprung in places and her 
upper works are more or less out of 
alignment, hut she is a long way from 
being the wreck many persons on the 
sound believe her to be. It is thought 
that it will take from two weeks to a 
month to get her in- shape for her trip 
.south."
